The best regulation, is not the kind that 
depends of laws against any phase of dealing in 
futures, or that depends on any kind of prohibi­ 
tive regulation. The work of stabilizing the price 
of cotton must begin, when the decisions are made 
as to the amount to be raised. When those most 
directly interested find out what the demand is 
going to be, and govern the size Of the crop ac­ 
cordingly, the first step in the right direction has 
been taken. Then there should be marketing fa­ 
cilities afforded, that would make it impossible 
for any net of men to ^‘corner the cotton market.” 
It should be made so the producers of cotton can 
put it or* the market as it is needed, thus insuring 
a reasonable profit to all 
concerned.

THE PIS ARMAMENT CONFERENCE 
The success of President Harding’s disarma­ 
ment conference depends very largely on the atti­ 
tude and temper of the American Government. 
That oigfyt to be clear enough, and yet there are 
many people who do not realize it, and who have 
not yet awakened to the greatness of the oppor­ 
tunity or the welghtiness of the f, responsibility 
that rests on Ameirca. If our delegates carry into 
the conference a haggling spirit, if their minds 
are poisoned by suspicion and controlled by fear, 
and if they are so narrowly and selfishly “prac­ 
tical” as to be blind to the great vision of world 
cooperation in the interest of peace and civiliza­ 
tion, then little will be accomplished. 
While perhaps it will do no harm to warn peo­ 
ple against the danger of expecting too much, it 
is nevertheless well that they should expect much 
and demand much. The President made a serious 
mistake in selecting Senator Lodge as one of the 
American representatives, but we suppose that 
it is now too late to correct it. 
The choice is a 
mistake for two reason— because Henry Cabot 
Lodge as an individual is not qualified for the 
place, and second because no Senator ought to be 
appointed Mr. Lodge is ruled out by his own 
record in foreign affairs; while the reasons for 
excluding Senators were convincingly given by 
Senator Hoar more than twenty years ago. 
Th¡e responsibility of this nation is specially 
great because it is within its power to impose a 
cruel burden on humanity, or to save humanity 
therefrom. Better than any other nation America 
can afford to spend money on armies and navies 
—no other power can cóm'pete with it. 
If we 
force competition we shall play a part in the ruin­ 
ation of other peoples. If, 08 the other hand, we 
lead the way in disarmament, we shall strengthen 
the tendency toward peace, release stores of en­ 
ergy and capital for productive uses, free and 
give the world a great lift on the road that leads 
humanly from fear and anxiety (and also from 
taxes), to salvation.—Indianapolis News.
